A  report  made  public  recently 
the  Alumni  Council  of  eight 
ite-supported  colleges  said  the 
islature  is  permitting  the  insti- 
:ions  to  deteriorate  physically 
d  academically. 

Tom  H.  Matheny.  president  of 
i  Louisiana  Alumni  Council, 
d,  "Enrollments  in  this  state 
11  at  least  double  by  1970  and 
r  colleges  are  woefully  unpre- 
red." 

'This  is  but  one  way,"  he  said, 
ur  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
l  are  failing  in  their  obliga- 
ns,  due  to  the  lack  of  appropri- 
ons  from  the  legislature." 
The  legislative  budget  commit- 
s  is  working  at  top  speed  at  the 
)ment,    preparing    its   final    rec- 


ommendations for  the  1963  fiscal 
legislature  opening  May  13.  Lead- 
ers of  this  administration  group 
have  promised  to  give  priority  to 
education  needs. 

"The  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation in  the  state  are  in  dire  fi- 
nancial straits,"  Matheny  said. 
"Enrollments  on  an  average  in 
these  institutions  since  1957-58 
have  gone  up  43.4  per  cent,  rang- 
ing from  Southern  University's 
5.7  per  cent  to  Southeastern  Lou- 
isiana College's  71.8  per  cent." 

"While  enrollments  have  been 
gaining,"  Matheny  said,  "the  pat- 
tern of  appropriations  for  all  in- 
stitutions under  supervision  of  the 
state  board  of  education  has  re- 
mained static." 


Rotary  Club   Makes   Contribution 
At  Annual  Natchitoches  Banquet 


Presentation  of  a  $1000  gift  to 
the  Northwestern  State  College 
Foundation  highlighted  the  an- 
nual Natchitoches  Rotary  Ann 
Banquet  held  at  the  Natchitoches 
Country  Club  Thursday  night. 
April  25. 

Rotary  President  Stacy  Wil- 
liams presided  at  the  banquet, 
which  was  attended  by  approxi- 
mately   110   members   and   guests. 

Williams,  in  making  the  presen- 
tation of  the  donation  to  NSC 
President  John  S.  Kyser,  recog- 
nized the  efforts  of  the  project 
chairman  and  co-chairman  John 
Luster  and  Joe  Pierson.  The  Ro- 
tary president  stated  that  the 
Foundation  project  was  initiated 
when  he  took  office  in  July  of 
1962  as  a  means  of  recognizing 
the  importance  of  the  College  to 
the  city  of  Natchitoches. 

Important  To  Natchitoches 

"Northwestern  State  College  is 
more  important  to  the  city  of  Nat- 
chitoches, not  only  as  an  educa- 
tional institution,  but  also  as  a 
financial  backbone,  than  any  other 
area  institution,"  Williams  stated. 

Funds  raised  for  the  contribu- 
tion were  derived  from  a  100  per 
cent  membership  contribution, 
with  the  club's  general  fund 
rounding  out  the  figure  to  $1000. 

The  Rotary  contribution  mark- 
ed the  first  such  gift  by  an  organ- 
ization, although  five  individuals 
have  pledged  or  given  $1000  each 
and  another  individual  has  pledged 


Financial  Statement  Issued 
Foundation  Secretary-Treasurer 
Joe  W.  Webb  revealed  that,  ex- 
cluding the  Rotary  contribution, 
the  organization  has  a  net  worth 
of  $7,200  in  building  and  loan 
stock.  $123  in  its  checking  ac- 
count, and  $1233  in  outstanding 
pledges.  The  Foundation  has  32 
founding  members,  who  have 
given  $50  or  more;  and  55  sus- 
taining members,  who  have  given 
$5  or  more. 


In  addition  to  this  amount,  the 
Foundation  owns  the  apartment 
building  bequeathed  to  the  group 
by  the  late  Dr.  Corinne  Saucier 
which  is  valued  at  $30,000  and 
has  $1373  in  the  hank,  which  rep- 
resents rental  receipts  from  this 
propei  t\ . 

Offering     its     first     scholarship 
during  the  1962-63  academic  vear, 
the  Foundation  plans  to  offer  five 
$300  scholarships  in  1963-64.

For  Annual  NSC  Educational  Trips

Despite  a  record  number  of  in- 
quiries concerning  the  reserva- 
tions for  the  annual  Northwestern 
State  College  Educational  Sum- 
mer Tours  to  be  conducted  during 
August.  Dr.  Yvonne  Phillips,  head 
of  the  Social  Sciences  Department, 
states  that  places  are  still  open  on 
the  three  tours  to  be  conducted  by 
the  department. 

The  trips  offered  include  tours 
to  the  southwest  Lnited  States. 
Hawaii,  and  Europe. 

The  thirteenth  annual  trip  to 
the  southwest  United  States  main- 
land will  depart  from  Natchito- 
ches on  August  4.  and  includes 
tours  through  Texas.  New  Mexi- 
co, Arizona,  and  California.  Plan 
B  of  this  tour  includes  a  departure 
for  Hawaii  in  Los  Angeles.  These 
persons  will  rejoin  the  Plan  A 
group  at  San  Francisco,  and  the 
return  trip  will  consist  of  travels 
through  the  northern  sections  of 
the  previouslv  mentioned  states. 
The  group  will  return  to  Natchi- 
toches on  August  26. 

"The  mainland  tour  mav  be 
overshadowed  in  glamour  bv  the 
others."  said  Dr.  Yvonne  Phillips, 
"but  it  is  reallv  a  value-packed 
economy  tour  and  will  probablv 
give  people  more  for  their  money 
than  anv  we  have  ever  conduct- 
ed." 

The  Western  Mainland  Tour 
will  be  conducted  bv  LeRoi  Ever- 
sull.  assistant  professor  of  geogra- 
phy and  social  studies  at  NSC. 
The  side  trip  to  Hawaii  will  be 
conducted  bv  Rade  Radasinovich. 
instructor  of  geographv  and  so- 
cial studies  at  NSC. 

Northwestern  is  the  first  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Colleges  to  offer 
an     overseas     tour,     a     program 


which     will     become     an     annual 
event. 

The  European  Tour  will  depart 
from  New  \ork  on  August  4,  and 
will  be  conducted  by  Dr.  Phillips. 
The  trip  will  cover  from  4500  to 
5000  miles  on  the  European  con- 
tinent, including  visits  to  some  of 
the  European  capital  cities.  This 
tour  is  scheduled  to  end  with  ar- 
rival in  Natchitoches  on  August 
25.
